KeyWfst, Fla., Dec. 6.— For U\o 
(lays rpjwrts liavi; boen m^eivort here of 
the fiKhtiiiK about Havana. Tl\i'w re- 
ports conflict, but the best informutioii 
is that the city is prejed npou by ffuer- 
xUla tends thiit h»Te be«n Inrkiiig aboat 
for weeks. Neither Gomes norlCaoeo 
has in anj waj direeily attaoked -the 
city. 

Niurerons small liaiids of insnrgpiitB 
near the capital are giving Weyk>r'» 
forces tronUe, and he has lately giveu 
strong orders to hare them diqpmcd. 
When any on« is captured ho is aererely 
dealt with, death being the asnal pen- 
alty. 

The pnorrillas liave captured several 
of Weyler'fi militiary traiua lately near 
Artemesia and Sau Chriatobal, and 
Weyleris not disposed to treat them 
lenieritly. Then, too, the dynamiting 
of the railroad tniek is attributi d to 
these men. The people iu Havana are 
teiTibly disturbed over tliese small en- 
counters I'.earby. and they b;'lievo that 
an orf^'anized uttaek will bo made ou the 
city soon to sliow Weyler wliat tho 
guerrillas can <lo. 

It is believed M:;eeo lias met an rxi>e- 
ditiou from Camju'che, Mex., at Pnuta 
Barri os, ■wliieh brouj^ht him fresh store.) 
and an additional supply of dynaniife. 
Maceo will quit his position, but he will 
continue to (k-cudv IMnar del Rio, as 
any movi; out of the province now 
would bo virtnally a eonfi-ssion of his 
defeat. Maceo, it is sui)posed, has re- 
turned with new supplies, and he is 
calmly awaitin^^ on Wcyler's moves. 

Tho situation was never more inter- 
esting and critical than now, and every- 
one is anticipating events of im;)ortaiice. 
All minor enffaRements and the povern- 
meut reports of victories ar(U<;st sight 
of in the anticipation of ^jreater things. 

It is beUeved here that Genersvl Go- 
mez- is marching down from Matanzas 
province to Guines, iu Havana province, 
and from there to Qoivican.

It it reported that General Weyler 
will iasae a decree on New Tear's day 
calling into military service ereiy male 
Spanish subject on the island between 
18 and 46. The report is not generally 
credited, but it has already canied great 
consternation. 

At the palace American correspond- 
ents are given shortans wers to their in- 
quiries, and are at times forcibly re- 
minded that their stories are too parti- 
san for Spanish readers to endure. 

PRIVATE HOMES INVADED. 

Batchar Wi-yler WuecM HU War of Cru- 
elty at tho Itt'urtliKtone. 
New York, Dec. o.— Santia/ro do 
Onte correepoudeuce of The World 
says: The city was thrown into a con- 
sternation by a descent of the Spanish 
police. The homes of many peaceable 
citizens were entered after the town 
had gone to bed. It is known that at 
least 2') persons were arrested and hur- 
ried off to prison. Nearly all of eastern 
Onte is in the hands of theOobans, save 
this dty. 

The Spanish policy of arresting oiti 
sens suspected of sympathy witb the 
insiugents had long since si«ead its ter- 
rors among all classes. These arrested 
are further evidenqe of Oenen# Wey 
ler's determination to wage war on 
citizens in their homes, as well as on 
the armed bodies in the field. 

No one can learn any definite reason 
for the sudden arrests. There were 
three women among the prisoners. All 
were locked in the jail "Incomnni- 
oados." Many were sent to Morro

Chippewa Falls, Wis., Deo. 6.— The 
water has receded 87 inches and many 
of the buildings lately under the flood 
are commencing to reappear. Some of 

them have been crashed in by the ice. 
A few business men are moving bock, 
although the majority will remain at 
their present locations and take no 
chances. The ioepaok baa ceased to 
grow, the anchor ice being carried un- 
der tlie gorge by the swift current of 
the river. If 'present coiKlitions continue 
the ice will gradually wear away. Ev- 
erybody i» feeling not only relieved, but 
very sanguine over tile outlook.

There ore at 
least 100 telegraph poles down along the 
Norfolk and Western road between this 
city and Norfolk, a distance of only 30 
miles. All the telephone, telegraph, 
trolley and electric light wires are down 
in tliat city and pedestrians have to bo 
very cautious on aoooOBt of the live 
wirvs in the streets. 

Thus far no deaths havo been caused 
by the severe blow, .'^now is on tlie 
ground in somo streets at least I'i inches 
deep. No wires are in working order 
to the ctKtst and no marine newa is ob- 
tainable.

Washinoton, Deo. 6.— The aiinunl 
report of Secretary of the Interior 
Francis has just been mode public. It 

deals with all thr affairs of the vari<ins 
bniiiehi's (»f the interior deiiartmcnt 
during tiie jiast year and makes a num- 
ber of im|)ortant recomniendatioiis. It 
proposes a solution of the vexed problem 
of the bond-aided roods, deals exhaust- 
ively with the pension administration, 
reviews the progress of the Dawes com- 
mission negotiations and dwells upon 
various matters of spedal signiflcanou 
iu the west.

The report opens with a discussion of 
the pnbUo domain. It . shows that the 
total nnmberof acres disposed of up to 
June 80 lost was 046,000,000, leaving 
public domain still vacant estimated nt 
over 900,000,000, not including the dis- 
trict of Alaska, with an area of over 
809,000,000 acres. 

Since the homestead act was passed 
in May 20, 18(52. there havo been 162,- 
892,132 acres eiiten^d by homestead set- 
tlers. Of this almost 13,000,0(K) acres 
will all be patented when tlie legal con- 
ditions have been met. The remainder 
42,01 >o,(M)o acres represent acres canceled 
and almost 18,000,000 aoNs oommnted 
to cash.

Discussing forest reservations the re- 
port says DO pemuts to out timber ou 
public lauds should be granted tar any 
purpose other than to supply the ueeoii 
of actual settlers iu the nt!|rhborhoud of 
the forests where timber is to be out 
and should be accompanied by all possi- 
ble safeguards. Of the Des Moines 
river land claims over 117.683 have been 
paid and the remainder will be paid by 
the end of thia calendar year.

SHARKEY STILL IN BED. 

Tlii ve Pliyilolana Say It Will Be a Week 
Before lie Beooven. 

FBancisco, Dec. 6.— Thomai 

.'-^harkey, who Was knocked out by Fitz- 
sinimons on Wednesday night, is still in 
bed, watciied over by three j)hysiciai's. 
They say he is improving, but that it 
will be at leiust a week before^ ho recov- 
ers from the effects of the injury ho 
says he reoeived from Fitzsimmons in 
the eighth rOUnd. At least two of the 
I>liysician8 who have i xamined Sharkey 
since the fight do not believe his in jury 
was receive<l from Fitzsimmons or tliat 
it was caused by a blow at all, but tho 
generally accepted belief now is that he 
was accidentally fouled by Fltasini- 
mons. 

D. J. Lynch, Sharkey's backer, made 
another attempt to have his certificate 
of (b'posit for $10,000 cajihed by the 
Anglo California bank yesterday. The 
bank manager told Lynch of the supe- 
rior court injunction restraining tho 
bonk from cashing the oerttflflate pend- 
ing the effort of ITitzsimmons to "prove 
fraud and conspiracy," and declined t<^> 
pay the money. Lynoh threatened to 
CMing suit against the bank and tho 
manager for the amount of theoertlfl- 
cate and also for damages for refusal to 
cash it. 

Sharkey has 10 days in which to an- 
swer the complaint filed by Fitzsim- 
mons and it is not ezpectea that the 
lesnl fight will be hurried. 
, The poolrooms and bookmakers de- 
cided to cash the bets yeetorday and 
hdlders of wagers on Sharkey were 
made happy.

The net earnings 
for 18!)5 were fo.i.ls.-Ji.'fl ; for 1890,f5,fiO7,- 
02ti, a decrease of $U,'J():!, indicating an 
expenditure during the year of $1,180,870 
in improvement in roadways and equip- 
ment. 

In another section of the report's pre-

Ho he an attempt at wholeaale poison* 
ing. in a large mea-snre successful, waa 

rejKirtcd to tho liealth department yes- 
terday, when information was given of 
the sudden and serious illness of about 
100 familiea, numbering between 500 
and 600 perpooa, living in the north- 
western part of the city. The cause of 
the sickness was traced to bread sold at 
abakorv owned by Otto Figlesthaler, 
which has a ver>' large tnide. Last 
night an analysis of the hn-ad showed 
that it contained ars(>nic. The 000 
persons poisoned are living, but a large 
number of cases are considered st riou.q 
if not critical. 

Tlie lirst intimation that the health 
department had of the j>oisoniiig w as 
the notilication Viy Dr. F. R. Welnn- 
that a family named Her/.berg liad l)een 
taken ill and that symptoms were those 
of i>disoning. From H o'ckx-k yesterday 
iiKirning until H o'clock in the evening j 
the telephone bell in the olHcci of tho 
commissioner of health was ki'j)t ring- 
ing, and at tin? close of oflice hours 
more than 100 families had been report- 
ed OS suffering from gymptoma of aonta 

poisoning. 

The health department officials said 
that it was evidently .i case of arsenical 
poisoning. The symptdins are e\cessive 
vomiting, iicconii>anii d by p.iiiis in tin; 
stomach and severe headache ami chills. 
Dr. Kempster staterl that lie had been 
notifii 'l i f the condition nf affairs uud 
had ordered a complete investigation. 

Mrs. Figlesthaler, the wife of the 
baker, stated that she thought some one 
had di lilH'rately put i>oison into the box 
containing the tlonr from which the 
bread was iii;ide. It had been the cus- 
tom of the 1 aker to keep the flour in the 
cellar, from w in ' h there are two flights 
of >taiis t !';;r lead directly to the gaxret. 

It clji.iw d liy tlM> lady who lives 
above the bakery that sl-.e heard some; 
one moving above in the garret early in 
tlie night liei'on* the bread was made, 
but as she thotight that it was some one 
of the Fii-'li stiiiiler family, she said 
nothing alwut it until she found out the 
next m< rning tliat none of the mem- 
1>ers of the family had been near the 
garret the night before. 

The police are convinced that arsenic 
was placed in the bread with intent to 
cause the death or serious illness of 
Figlestlialer's cnstomera with the object 
of ruining his buaineaa. Azreeta will 
likely be made.
